REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 



Anticipation - Section 102(b) Rejection 

The Examining Attorney has rejected claims 1-7, 11, 13-15 and 26 as being 
anticipated by Van Der Lely et al. (3,218,791). The Applicant has cancelled 
claims 1-15 and 26 for purposes of this response and RCE. 

Obviousness - Section 103(a) Rejection 

The Applicant has cancelled claims 1-15 and 26 for purposes of this 
response and RCE. 

The Examiner has rejected claims 16-25 as being unpatentable over Van 
Der Lely et. al. in view of Tonutti 710. Applicant requests the Examiner 
reconsider the rejection based on the amendment to claim 16, and based on the 
points and authorities set forth below. 

Claim 16 has been amended to include the following: 

wherein only the first wheelset and the second wheelset are 
required to support the rake system framework in the transport 
position and in the rake position . 
An aspect of this invention is the ability to place it in the transport position 
and pull it down public roads and highways. It is preferable to be able to 
transport at a reasonable speed. 
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The prior art requiring four separate wheelsets, two at the rear and two at 
an intermediate position, would be more difficult to transport at reasonable 
speeds. 

This invention on the other hand with its two wheelsets in an intermediate 
position, easily travels down roads and highways, including at reasonable 
speeds. The references cited to not disclose this. 

Prior Art Made of Record and Not Relied Upon 

The Applicant notes the prior art made of record but not relied upon and 
asserts that for the reasons set forth above, the claims are allowable over the art 
made of record.

Applicant therefore submits Claims 16-25 are in a position to proceed to 
allowance.
